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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U S C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 5-9, 11-13, 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by the article to Steinhart on Applicant's IDS dated 1/12/2006 

The article to Steinhart discloses PTFE (high energy melt-processible material) 
that is melted to form nanotubes. Steinhart also discloses that any polymer can be 
used and would include inert components and also mixtures. The tubes have an 
opening that is capable of having a flame enter. The tubes have the claimed size and 
dimensions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Steinhart on Applicant's IDS dated 1/12/2006 as applied to claims 1 , 5-9, 11-13, 22-27. 

As to claim 10, the limitations of claim 1 are disclosed as described above. Not 
disclosed is the nanotube aligned along a direction of increased burn rate. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
the composition of Steinhart by aligning along a direction of increased bum rate 
depending upon use and direction of burn. 

5. Claim 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Steinhart on Applicant's IDS dated 1/12/2006 as applied to claims 1 , 5-9, 11-13, 22-27 
and further in view of Ziegler (4393014). 

Ziegler teaches that RDX and HMX are melt-processible (see col. 1). 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use RDX or HMX to make nanotubes as disclosed by Steinhart 
since Steinhart discloses that melt-processible materials may be used and that the 
method of making nanotubes by melt processing can used to make customized 
nanotubes for a broad range of applications and since Ziegler teaches that RDX and 
HMX are melt-processible. 

6. Claims 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Steinhart 
on Applicant's IDS dated 1/12/2006 in view of Ziegler (4393014) as applied to claims. 1 , 
2, 3, 5-9, 11-13, 22-27 and further in view of Becuwe (5034072). 

As to claim 4. the limitations of claim 1 are disclosed as described above. Not 
disclosed is the composition further comprising a melt temperature lowering component. 
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Becuwe, however, discloses a composition with HMX or RDX that contains a 
temperature lowering component ("oxynitrotriazole" of col. 3, lines 32-37). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the composition of Steinhart and Ziegler by adding a temperature 
lowering component so as to lower the flame temperature so as to reduce erosion of 
surrounding structures (see Becuwe at col. 3, lines 32-37). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 1-13 and 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no basis in the 
specification for the exclusion of boron from the energetic material.

9. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
